Life Insurance---A Remarkable Case.

A case which has already attracted some

nsured for the large sum of $29,000, of which 
$10,000 was in the Charter Oak Company, 
Hartford ; $10,000 in the Union Matual , 
rapce Company, of Maine; and $9,000 in the 
Mutua! Life lasurance Company, of New York. 
All these policies were obtained eight or ten 
monihs previous to the affair which caused his 
death, at a premium of $420.55. His widow now 
prosecutes the above companies for the full 
amount, commencing with the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company, of New Yor 
The insurance companies refuse to pay the 
amount and contest the case on the ground that 
Holden's death was procured by fraud for the 
purpose of obtaining the large amount of money 
dependent upon his life. They maintain that he 
not only was not able to procure so large an 
amount of insurance consistently with his pecu- 
niary matters, but that he was obliged to borrow 
the mouey with which to psy the premiums, and 
that he was engaged in no business afterwards 
up to the time of his death. Their theory seems to 
be not that he ca™e to his death by bis owa hand, 
as has been supposed, but that he was killed by 
rsons interested in the insurance money.

The Lost 2 Acronaut. 

Since the commencement of the search for the 
remains of Mr. Thurston, the lost wronaut, in 
the swamps of Michigan and Canada, two bodies 
have been found, but neither was identified 
asthatof Mr. Thurston.
